As the Pearl Harbor investigation 
got underway at Washington, D. C., 
before 
a 
joint 
10-man 
congress­ 
ional committee, intercepted mes­ 
sages placed in the records dis­ 
closed that U, S. intelligence offi­ 
cers had cracked the secret Japa­ 
nese code a year before the start of 
the war. 
While the early intercepted mes­ 
sages dealt with ship movements, 
chief interest centered in the diplo­ 
matic documents dating from July 
2, 1941, when Tokyo told Berlin that 
Japan would work for its ‘‘greater 
East Asia co-prosperity sphere” re­ 
gardless of the world situation. 
On November 22, Tokyo advised 
Nomura and Kurusu, Jap envoys 
negotiating in Washington with Sec­ 
retary of State Hull, that it had 
been decided to set November 29 as 
the final date for effecting an agree­ 
ment,

which things

“ automatically . . . happen” in case 
of failure. Then on November 26, 
Nomura told Tokyo of Hull’s ulti­ 
matum and the improbability of 
reaching a settlement.

Most of the expected improvement in civilian food supplies next year 
stem* from the sharp cutback in military food requirements, which will 
drop to one-third or even one-quarter of the 1945 level. Exports and 
shipments of food in 1948 will continue large, assuming that satisfactory 
financial arrangements are completed. The greater part of these exports 
will move in the early months of the year, mainly to the United King­ 
dom and the liberated areas of Europe.

I m ent of it by strikes and otherwise 
boosts inflation, he said (as it does,

which in turn causes higher prices). 
The current brakes upon pro­ 
duction 
also should 
m ake 
us 
wary of giving away what goods 
we have to foreign nations, espe­ 
cially those like England, Czech­ 
oslovakia, 
France and 
Russia 
(he mentioned these specifically 
in his m eagerly reported letter) 
because by giving-away, we re­ 
duce what production we have 
available to fight inflation. 
He got off his owm beam on two 
other points, it seem s to me. 
He 
said tax reduction also threatens in­ 
flation, without recognizing that a 
reduction in the vast T rum an spend­ 
ing budgets projected publicly for 
the next 20 months is the first logi­ 
cal way to curtail the governm ent 
fiscal threat. 


SPENDING REDUCTION 
A spending reduction in an infla­ 
tionary period like this is certainly 
m ore im portant than the m eager tax 
reduction which continues w ar lev­ 
ies at nearly 90 per cent of war 
levels. 
Also he lit once upon a rubbish a r­ 
gum ent when he worried about our 
farm and m ineral resources along 
with Interior Secretary Ickes, who 
is nearly always bad com pany for a 
seeker of objective economic truth. 
With all these nations owing 
us money, we should be able to 
stock up on deficient m inerals 
(if the administration would de­ 
vote itself to this); and most 
people are bragging about the 
ability of Agriculture Secretary 
Anderson to get the farm pro­ 
duction straightened out from 
ifs war m ess next year. 
Mr. B aruch's gleaming eye could 
have gone further and the veil could 
have gone higher. 
Fundam entally, 
honestly and basically, what are the 
tap-root causes of the condition we 
are rn? 
There is but one. 
The world is being pressured into 
political 
economics, 
domestically 
and internationally. 
Here especial­ 
ly we are striving to do the right 
tiling politically—but not the right 
thing economically. 
In international affairs, som e cru ­ 
saders want us to give things away 
for political reasons. 
Mr. Attlee is 
coming over to urge us, according 
to his inspired press, to give away 
the atomic bomb. 


WHAT ATTLEE WANTS 
In my well-advised opinion, Mr, 
Attlee is not m uch interested in the 
atom ic bomb, but prim arily in get­ 
ting the money, delayed, from us— 
anything up to over five billion dol­ 
lars to set his financial house in or­ 
der so his Socialist party can buy 
industries for his own purely polit­ 
ical purposes. 
He has never made out an 
econom ic case of governm ent 
need of these industries for any 
other than his purpose to prove 
socialism . 
He has presented us 
with no prospectus of reconstruc­ 
tion for Britain showing how she 
could use our money to make 
more business for us1 or her—to 
expand production. 
He has not offered his people 
any sincerely conceived produc­ 
tion plan along these lines. 
In­ 
deed, he does not think along 
these lines, but on Socialist po­ 
litical lines. 
What this poor sick world needs 
is to get away from politics and 
back upon the beam of realism in 
economics. 
By throwing aw ay the 
atom bomb or money in bad loans 
for political purposes, we can de­ 
stroy the world. 
I prom ised to try to dem onstrate 
by objective analysis the sam e root 
causes of our own troubles dom es­ 
tically—nam ely that ive are being 
high-pressured 
into 
political 
eco­ 
nomics, into decisions for political 
effect rath er than w hat is econom ­ 
ically right and necessary. 
Mr. Truman's latest wage-boosting 
plan is a program to increase gov­ 
ernment em ployees by 20 per cent, 
congressm en, cabinet officers and 
others even more than this amount. 
At a tim e when the President is 
worried about inflation—an inflation 
caused by the shortage of goods.
